War Effort Stressed 
By Principal James 
In McGill Annual Report 



Scholastic Standards 
Maintained Despite 
War Service Programs 



Despite tlic additional exigen- 
cies laid on the University com- 
munity by the various war 
service programs undertaken by 
the entire student body, McGill 
has upheld, and in some depart- 
ments surpassed, the academic 
standards set in less turbulent 
years. Tliis fact was stressed by 
Principal F. Cyril James in the 
Annual Report of IMcGill Uni- 
versity for the year 1940-41. 

The University's war effort has 
effected the institution of a course 
In military training for men stud- 
ents and allied courses for students 
of the Royal Victoria College. The 
Principal pointed out that this is 
the first time In the history of the 
University that such a comprehen- 
sive, all-embracing course on be- 
half of women students has been 
organized. 

War Time Use of Buildings 

The facilities of the University 
buildings and grounds have been 
open as centers of training and for 
the accommodation of Canada's 
military services. 

During the early summer of 1940, 
the Royal Victoria College was 
used as a residence for evacuated 
children from the British Isles. 
From June until September' of this 
year, the College was again used 
for war service, this time as a resi 
dence for 550 men of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force who were en 
rolled in a course of study in radio 
mechanics. ' 

The result of this summer train 
ing was so successful that It Is be- 
ing renewed for the winter session 
with the United Theological Col- 
lege in use as residential headquar- 
ters, the Principal stated. 

Principal James emphasized the 
fact that although the tJniverslties 
of Canada are making a definite 
contribution to the national war ef- 
fort, much more can be effectively 
accomplished than is at present be- 
ing done. The Principal suggested 
that full use of academic facilities 
and personal initiative would aug- 
ment results in a greater degree. 
FINANCIAL REPORT 

The report of the financial af- 
fairs of the University showed that 
the total expenditure for the year 
was $1;960,275.06. The yearly deficit 
was set down as $2,683.81. This fig- 
ure exceeds last year's deficit by 
$737.30. 

In a supplementary report issued 
with the Annual Report the names 
of sixty-one members of thb Uni- 
versity staff were listed as being 
un active service.

Rev. C. H. Adair 
Gives Address 

Discusses 
Science and 

^ ^^Religion- - - 



That Science does not conflict 
with Religion was the keynote of 
an address, given by Rev. C^il H. 
Adair at the opening meetUig of the 
St. James Literary Society, last 
night' 

"Science can become an escape 
from reality just as religion can,' 
said Mr. Adair, and added that 
"Science glorifies astronomy while 
religion glorified the astronomer 
himself." He showed that the 
battles between religion and science 
in the last century were baseless, 
and condemned the common belief 
that religion Is tied up with magic 
and the supernatural. But he warn- 
ed: "Don't visualize God first, then 
science; visualize the universe first 
as complicated as science can make 
it, then visualize God." 

Rev. Adair opened with a de- 
tailed account of early conflicts be 
tween the two schools of thought 
He told how science refutiated the 
main religious beliefs of the Middle 
Ages and mentioned various "bat- 
tles" which science had won. Among 
these was the famous assertion of 
Gallyleo and Copernicus that the 
sun is the centre of the solar sys- 
tem. The speaker through the talk 
took an entirely Impersonal attitude 
and gave equal argument for both 
sides of the question. He ended by 
stating the things that religion and

for lowbrows only

The evaluation of any literary worlc must 
be comparative. We learn this lesson, if noth- 
ing else, from James Joyce and his contempor- 
ary Ezra Pound, to whom every possible way 
of cstimoting values Is relative MoVtlme. Criti- 
cism, it might seem. Is but an exercise in the 
fourth dimension. 

If this sounds obscure, It Is only because the 
words "time" and "value" have become con- 
fused and adulterated In our minds, and our 
attitude towards them made somewhat vague. 
Actually, "time" and "value", aro parallel 
terms. And what Is meant when U is said that 
literature mtùt be Judged comparatively is that 
any set of literary valiics can only bo appraised 
in relation to the social mlUcu of the time 
when those values were current. Our social 
heritage, the preconceptions that make our 
habitual pattern of thought, is liable to change 
suddenly and beyond all recognition, and the 
accustomed value placed on any part of it, 
such as the convenllonnl view of the novel, 
must necessarily change with the whole chang- 
ing pattern of life. 

The essential fact here is that a literary 
form does change in function, and, to. be fair 
in its Judgment, the reading public must force 
a shift in its mental habits to keep pace with 
this change. Tho literary form must be judged 
in relation to the social complex from which 
it emerged. In other words, the lltcrory form 
must bo placed in time, comfortably embraced 
by the appropriate values. 

For purposes of criticism, the judging 
should be contemporaneous with the judged. 
A critic should be mentally in tho same time 
as the piece of work he is criticising, but that 
he commonly is not Beeouijts to some extent 
for the preferences of people and the lack of 
unanimity in artistic circles. As Mr. Pound 
points out: "It Is quite obvious that we do not 
all of us Inhabit the same time." Some of us 
are seventeenth-century and our favorite novel 
is "Robinson Crusoe"; some of us are a iittle 
later with Sir Walter Scott and his "Waverly"; 
while some of us live ostensibly in the future, 
the blind future, with only the words of Ger- 
trude Stein and Tristan l^ora worthy of our 
notice. 

The sum and substance of all this is that 
the ftmction of any art form changes as the 
social milieu of which it is a part is changed. 
Moreover, this shifting of values Is aided to 
some extent by the aesthetic desire to create 
rather than repeat. Once a particular form 
has expressed the highest and the greatest of 
which it is capable, new forms must be sought 
by succeeding generations. This artistic rest- 
lessness is inescapable; it Is, in one sense, the 
principal of artistic creation. 

This search ior values in the ortistlc world 
goes hand in hand with the ordinary processes 
of social change to make the art form, both for 
the critic and the artist, a thing of flux. At 
the present the artistic world Is reacting to the 
perfection achieved In the forms of more than 
a century ago, and what we call modem lit- 
erature is In most cases no more than the feel- 
ing around for a new set of values to replace 
the old. 

The writing of today, therefore, is always a 
reaction to the writing of yesterday. What we 
now call modem will tomorrow be traditional, 
and the writing world will once again be 
searching for a new set of values. For modern- 
ity is passing, and the "canons of good taste" 
upon which' a selection may be based are as 
transient, quite probably, as the cénacle to 
which they are gospel. The modern novel Is 
"modern" only so long as its characteristics are 
not superseded by others less traditional. 

It Is fairly evident that this Is a compara- 
tive definition, os though "modern" were sub- 
stituted for "unconventional," thereby Invok- 
ing directly a comparison with the conven- 
tional. And that would probably be more ac- 
curate. 

What most people mean by modem litera- 
ture Is contemporary literature, a mere matter 
of dating, while "modem" really connotes con- 
trast Among contemporary writing there Is 
much that is conventional, much that. might 
well have been written when Victoria was a 
girl; much, in other words, that under no cir- 
cumstances should be called modern if that 
term Is to mean anything. 

It Is not with such writing that this column 
is concerned. Only the work of those brave 
souls too proud to be imitators, the experimen- 
talists seeking new channels of expression, is 
to be considered hero, except, perhaps, for 
purposes of contrast. But they alone are èie 
moderns, for it Is to them that the leadership 
In tho reaction to the perfection of the past 
has fallen. It Is to them, the experimentalists, 
that wo must look for a new art form or a new 
function for an old form that can bo Judged 
fairly in relation to the social émergents of 
the twentieth century.

Accordingly, ar- 
ticles taking issue with the stand expressed in 
"For Lowbrows Only" would be, welcomed by 
the feature editor, as, of course, would contri- 
butions expressing agreement but with some- 
thing to add. All contributions must naturally 
meet a respectable standard.

CARNEGIE MUSIC ROOM 

With its phonograph machine completely 
overhauled, the Camcgle Music Room In tho 
Music Conservatory on Sherbrooke street at 
University will reopen for the use of all stu- 
dents as soon as sufficient voluntary super- 
visors willing to operate the machine and as- 
sume charge of the room during certain per- 
iods are obtained. 

The Carnegie Room, which was opened 
three years ago has regularly been a mecca of 
music lovers on the campus. A comfortably 
appointed room, tastefully fumlshcd, it has a 
large volume of recordings covering the works 
of a variety of composers and has been a con- 
stant source of profitable relaxation for many. 

That the phonograph has been repaired was 
amply attested by a demonstration provided 
by Dean Douglas Clarke of the music faculty, 
The clarity and fidelity of (he machine at pres- 
ent is far greater than it has been at any time 
since tho inception of the music room.

Carnegie 
Library 



Room ^ of the Arts Building houses a col- 
lection of books which might well repay the 
inspection of those students who complain that 
the university stresses too much the definitely 
educational aspects of reading. Here is the 
Carnegie Library, established about 10 years 
ago and now Including some 5,000 volumes. 
The conditions of this Carnegie Corporation 
gift are especially attractive, for its terms ex- 
clude the purchase of text-books, back numbers 
of periodicals, or spécial books lop the use of 
graduate student^ or members of the teaching 
sUff. 

The purpose of this collection, then, is to 
encourage undergraduate extra-curricular read- 
ing; and towards this end are bought each year 
ncv/ books on current events, sport, travel, 
biography, photography, omateur theatre, as 
well as the non-textbooklsh treatments of many 
other subjects of study. There are sections for 
art and music books, and for French and Ger- 
man. Indeed here the student may reap all 
the benefits of the non-fletien collection of a 
small public library at his very door— at least 
at the door of his last lecture room. 

Housed In the Carnegie Library, bi^t not 
part of its regular collection, are the prescribed 
readings for English II and also the Internation- 
al Relations books used by the Faculty of Law. 

Tho Camcgle Library Is open for 35H hours 
a week, seven full months of the year. Last 
year diuring this period 10,862 books were cir- 
culated, and the statistics show that . 17,807 
readers used the; library. .These reads' are often 
students attending classes in the Arts Biitlding 
who find Room 7 a comfortable and useful 
place to spend the time between lectures. But 
It should be remembered that the library Is 
open to all undergraduates, both men and 
women, and to students doing gradiiate work 
àt the university. 

Access to such up-to-date reading material 
for students through a branch of their univer- 
sity library Is certainly something to be en- 
couraged. A campaign of interest , and appre- 
ciation might go far towards lengthening the 
year's service of the Carnegie Library so that 
this opportunity for recreational reading would 
be open to students during at least part of the 
holiday months.

As the Prin- 
cipal was ostensibly delivering a 
word of thanks on behalf ' of the 
audience for a much-appreciated 
address, the students were scarcely 
in <i position to express at^UM^time 
their disapproval of his breae^^t 
good taste. They take this op- 
portunity of doing so. 

Actually, the question of military 
training for medical students is far 
from settled. The issues are dear-

Most of the*mïneraIr^pMénti- 
fled by the Iron arc, a small Instru- 
ment which generates ultra violet 
rays. The flourescent light brings 
out tho glow of the minera) down 
to the faintest trace, Tn^ naked eye 
alone cannot detect \\s presence, but 
sees only a dull brown, groy or 
white rock until it is placed under 
the light. One mineral never dupli- 
cates another in color. Zinc gleams 
with green emerald brilliance, 
while tungsten glows softly in 
violet and blue pastels. 

Chemicals Used

Another, a letter from a World 
War veteran, complains that the 
Germans are taking all the food 
". . . they take away • everything, 
they aurpress everything, they sack 
everything; children, the sick, the 
old, don't even get a small glass of 
milk . . . Attach no Importance to 
the traitors of Vichy, they will be 
taken care of."

Pint Llbraiy Building 

The "old ili>rary, with its Ivy-cov- 
ered walls, was the first of Michi- 
gan's real library buildings Mlchi- 
gan's first library— all 12 volumes 
of it— was kept in tho Detroit home 
of C. C. Trowbridge, secretary to 
the Board of Regents. When it was 
moved to Ann Arbor, it was 
shunted around from building to 
building, until the need for a 
separate library became so imper- 
ative that in 1881 $100,000 was ap- 
propriated for that purpose. ■ Thé 
building was dedicated in 1883. 

The old building withstood three 
fires, and under the care of Byron 
A. "Pa" Finney, -71, librarian, served 
until lOlS when appropriations were 
made for the present library. "Pa" 
wasn't around to work ta the new 
library, however, for In 1916 he re- 
tired on a Carnegie pension. 

One of the largest libraries to the 
west, with its 250,000 volume8,>the 
old buildtog Is best remembered for 
its many traditions— the whiapertag 
gallery, the famous 'old chimes, and 
"Pa" Finney.
